London, July 13.—The Shanghai corre- 
gpondent of the Daily Mail says the 
following story regarding the position 
in Peking emanates from Chinese offi­ 
cial sources: 


“The two rem aining legations, the B rit­ 
ish and Russian, w ere attaclced in force on 
the evening of Ju ly 6, Prince Tuan being 
In command. The attackers w ere divided. 
Prince T uan com manded the center, the 
right wing was led by Prince Tsai Yin and 
the left by Prince Yin Lin. The reserves 
were under Prince Tsin Yu. The attack

defeated. 
Both Prince Ching and Gen. W ang Wen 
Shao were killed. Two foreigners are said 
to have escaped through the gates, one 
with a heavy sw ord wound in his head. 
Prince Tuan, in celebration of his victory, 
distributed 100,000 taels and huge quantities 
of rice to the B oxers.”

London, July 13.—A terrible veil of 
silence eiishrouds Peking-, aud there 
is nobodj' but believes the worst has 
happened. It is taken for granted th at 
all the powers have exhausted every 
means to g-eit direct news from their le­ 
gations, and the fact that their ef­ 
forts have been vain leaves but one in­ 
terpretation. 


I h e Chinese representative in Berlin

TERRIBLE DISASTER.

Boston, July 13.—By the explosion 
of an oiL tank at Somerville Thursday 
night nearly 100 persons were more oi 
less injured, and 
two are reported 
dead. The injuries are all due to burns 
or to the people being blown ofE tihe 
cars upon which they had gone to wit­ 
ness the fire. 
The injured are at the 
Cambridge, Somerville and Massachu­ 
setts general hospitals and at the 
houses near the scene of the accident. 


In the j^ards of the Boston & Maine 
railroad, near the old McLean asj’lum, 
among more than l.OOO freight cars 
filled with coal and general merchan­ 
dise, were the three oil tanks of the 
Union Oil company. 
"When one of the 
cars caught fire about nine o’clock, 
and made a blaze th at could be seen 
all over Somerville, hundreds of peo­ 
ple flocked to the yards. They climbed 
upon freight cars th at were supposed 
to be out of danger. 


Suddenly there was 
a 
rumbling 
noise. A great sheet of ñame shot into 
the air, a huge oil tank which had been 
on a car went up on end, and, following 
a hiss and sputter, there were shrieks 
coming from all directions. The huge 
tank of oil, one of three on as many 
cars, had exploded. 
The burning oil 
went in all directions, and the shrieks 
came from men, women and children 
who had been near. 
Six men on top 
of one box car were thrown to 
the 
ground, their clothes on fire. Men and 
women with their garm ents on fire ran 
about the yard in terror. 
Some were 
so badly burned th at they dropped. 
Those who were not on fire helped those 
who had 
become almost saturated 
with oil. 


Alarms w’ere rung in, but the great 
sheet of flames had been seen at the 
hospitals, and ambulances were sent to 
the freight yards. 
The injured were 
sent to various hospitals, and 
some 
were brought to Boston by train and 
taken to the Massachusetts 
general 
hospital.

Before, however, they reached thf 
spot the garrison had been • overpowered 
and the guns and a greater portion of tht 
squadron of the Greys had been captured 
owing to the horses being shot; also about 
90 men of the Lincoln regiment.

New I^ndon, Mo., July 13.—In the 
Jester case Thursday the prosecution 
recalled Azel A. Gates to testify to the 
confession of Jester when powder was 
found in the pocket o f Gilbert Gates’ 
vest pocket at the extradition trial in 
Kansas in 1871. 
Mr, Gates said that 
when Jester saw the powder he was 
much embarrassed, and while attem pt­ 
ing to stammer out an explanation his 
counsel asked for an adjournment of 
court.

no less beyond our comprehension than 
is the vastness of the wisdom by which 
every portion of His great work is 
governed. 
This day of rest which the 
Lord has given unto man should ever 
be 
remembered. 
To 
the 
devoted 
Christian, w hether in the sick room, 
or in the house of God, at home or 
abroad, through life to its close and it 
is under all circumstances a day above 
all others most sacred. 


A young Christian, a very dear one 
of the w riter, on the m orning she 
passed to the b etter land, when re­ 
minded th at it was the L ord’s day joy­ 
fully replied, “Yes, the Lord’s day is a 
good day to die on.” 
It is greatly to 
be regreted that a large portion of 
mankind seldom seem to regard the 
day of rest, indeed their actions would 
indicate ' th a t 
they 
were 
entirely 
oblivious to the fact of there being any 
restriction or law, human or divine for 
them to heed or obey, but like Galllo 
“caring nor fearing for none of those 
things.” 


It is not in the ceasing from labor 
alone th at the day for rest so greatly 
benefits mankind, it is a sanitary ben­ 
efit, as is also the change which it 
brings and which Is felt throughout 
the civilized world. 
It has some in- 
fiuence io every heart no m atter how 
ignorant or depraved. Those who have 
labored among the igoorant and poor 
saw this reverence for the day of rest 
in many instances fully exemplified. 
This change, this day of rest to the un­ 
fortunate beings in the various prisons 
in both hem ispheres is a most precious 
boon, esDCcially to those confined for a 
length of years or for life. 
This we at 
once understand and see. clearly by re ­ 
flecting for a moment on the months 
and the many decades of years passing 
away, while still the same unceasing 
toil, measured tram p and perpetual 
silence of prison life goes oft with notn- 
ing to break the unearthly monotony 
of th eir wretched lives, save only when 
one after another worn out in body and 
crushed in spirit is removed from their 
midst and hurried in th at fearful sil­ 
ence to the felon’s grave. 
Aside from 
regarding one day of rest from the 
Christian standpoint, if it was only a 
national law that required this chance, 
th at one day in seven all business 
should be suspended. 
No wiser or 
more needful act has ever passed the 
halls of justice, especially for 
the 
working class and working animals. 


Y et attem pts have been made to cast 
aside the day of rest our feather has 
given in great wisdom and mercj’ ‘o 
His creatures, but futile thus far ha- 
been every endeavor th at was made to 
become lasting. 
T hat portion of man­ 
kind with whom this unwise and perni­ 
cious teaching 
most 
likely obtains 
would find no day convenient. The 
superintendent of one of the largest 
hospitals for the insane declares th at 
nineteen out of twenty of the business 
and profesional men who have come 
under bis care have been m the habit 
of carrying business on th eir minds 
without ceasing for seven days in each 
and every week. And just here we are 
rellecting on what the further develop­ 
ments would be, if the day of rest was 
cast aside: we recall a dark and most 
terrible page of French history which 
most of us are fam iliar with and its 
results. 
Man has dared to raise his 
arm to strike at the munifleent band 
divine, but that arm will soon be shat­ 
tered and fall helpless at his side. 
He 
has raised his voice in deflanee of God’s 
word, yet in a little while th a t voice 
will be hushed in silence. R etribution 
of some kind will ever follow sooner or 
later those who wilfully and persist­ 
ently disregard and set aside any law 
human or divine.

determined to study law. His father 
made no objection, and in 1880, after he 
had plowed through Kent and Black- 
stone and run three years of errands 
for an Aurora firm of 
lawyer,s 
he 
sought and obtained admission to the 
bar. Aurora folk liked him. and trust­ 
ed him, calling him by his first name 
and bringing their law cases to him for 
trial. He built up the largest practice 
in Aurora, handling the most impor­ 
tan t civil cases on the docket of the 
circuit court. 


Mr. Alschuler was Sii years old be­ 
fore he made up his mind to enter prac­ 
tical politics. 
He had made stump 
speeches for a dozen years and given 
counsel to the county leader» when­ 
ever they asked his advice, but had al­ 
ways ref^ised to run for any city or 
county office. In lsO:i, however, he was 
nominated for congrei^s. Jle accepted 
the nomination, though the Kane coun­ 
ty district, in which he had to m.ake 
his first great j)olilical fight, wa« the 
lost intensely republican fi ls.trict in the 
^tate. 
He was not elected, but,his 
campaign attracted the attention of 
the democratic state leaders, and as a 
sort of consolation prize, tlov. ^Itgeld 
appointed him 
niemV)er of the state 
commission of claims in July, lS93. In 
189G the democrats in Aurora wanted 
a man to run for state repre.sentative. 
Sam” Alschuler, they decided, cotild 
make the strongest fight, and 
tliey 
nominated him. 
He was elected by a 
comfortable majority, and in 1808 Au­ 
rora sent him back for a second term 
at Springfield. He w’as recognized as 
one of the democratic lenders of the 
louse during his first term, and was 
the acknowledged 
’oor leader of the 
democrats in the '.. -i session, as well 
as chairman of the steering commit­ 
tee. His power as a debater was con­ 
ceded by democrats and republicans 
alike.

hiero escaped. 
The occasion was sig- 
faalixed by the presence, of representa­ 
tives Oi the army, the state govern­ 
ment and the National D. A. R. Among 
those who took part in the exorcises 
were Count de Lafayette, great-grand­ 
son of Gen. Lafayette, who made an 
address, and Putnam Brinley, of Riv­ 
erside. Conn., a dt'sceudant of 
Gen. 
Putnam, who unveiled the monument.

The hill has changed since IMitnam 
rode down it in 177‘J. 
The main ri>ad, 
as it was tnen 
called, 
which 
ran 
through the village, took 
a 
zigzag 
course down the clilT. 
It oent n o rth ­ 
erly along the precipice for about TiOO 
feet, and then, curving sharply to the 
south, took its way across the face 
of the hiii with a steep inclination to 
a point about 80 feet south of

Then bending to 
the east, it led off tow ard Stamford.

Maj. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, the hero 
of El Caney, who will command the 
American array in China^ is a popular 
western soldier with a great record as 
an Indian fighter. He was born in 
Ohio in 1842 and entered the regular 
army in 1861 as a sergeant of company 
K„ Sixth cavalry. He was with the army 
of the Potomac until Lee surrendered 
and won two brevets for gallan t service 
in action. A third brevet came to him 
for gallantry in a fight with Comanche 
Indians in Texas in 1868. 
He was 
wounded at Fairfield, at Brandy Sta­ 
tion and in Indian conflicts. 
He has 
been a soldier in every sense of the 
word since the commencement of his 
career in the army. 


He was recommended for the brevet 
of lieutenant colonel of the 
United 
States arm^' “for distinguished services 
in successful]}^ leading a cavalry charge 
over rough and precipitous bluifs, held 
by hostile Indians, in the battle of Red 
River, August 30, 1874, and for diligent 
and faithful service during the cam­ 
paign.” He has had charge of the San 
Carlos Indians, fought the White Moun- 
taiii tribes, served under Gen. Miles and 
led a dashing, daring life a§ a com­ 
mander. When he was ordered to Cu­ 
ba, under Gen. Shafter, it was predicted 
that he would be heard from In a meri­ 
torious way. 


His opportunity came at El Caney. 
Gen. Shafter never planned a battle at 
that point. But Gen. ChaflPee discerned 
that one was certain. His reconnois- 
sance of the position of the Spaniards 
before he ordered the engagement to 
open has been described by Capt. 
thur Lee. of the British army, as one

of the most lirilliant performances ever 
coming under his notice. Chaffee’s .sol­ 
diership won K! ('aney while Roosevelt 
and the others were capturing San 
Juan. 
Ilis Vjattle there practically 
ended the Santiago campaign so far as 
tighting was concerned. 
Since that 
time he has beetr known as the “hero 
of El Caney.” and deseri’ed the title. 


After the end of the war in Cuba he 
became chief of the staff of the gov­ 
ernor general and then was transferred 
to the ofTlce of the adjutant general in 
W’ashington. Of late he has been visit­ 
ing friends in Connecticut, and leaves 
them for his mission in China. He is a 
wiry, nervy cavalryman In appearance, 
not given to free conversation, a scout 
by n a tu re a figliter by appetite. He 
lias a host of friends in CTiicago who will 
rejoice over hfs promotion. His time 
for retiring comes in 1906, so that he 
may see some very active service before 
that year.
